Harry E. King, 53, of Chelsea 
MA was arrested at the IRP Marina 
in Stuart, Florida. King, was 
indicted by a Middlesex County 
Grand Jury on January 3rd on 
forty-two counts of larceny over 
250; and false entry into corporate 
books. King was missing since 
early November, 1996 when his 
theft was discovered 
Authorities believe that 
between Nov. 1, 1995 and Nov. |, 
1996, while serving as Chief 
Financial Officer of the Northland 
Truck Company, Jonspin Rd., 
Wilmington, the defendant wrote 
forty-one checks on Northland 
accounts made out to Harry E. 
King, or Nationsbank of Delaware, 
N.A. a commercial bank with 
whom he had count. He also 
wrote one check to. Northland 
which he used to pay his own 


n 


income tax withholding. The 
checks ranged in amount from 
.500 to $75,000. 

King was arrested by a fugitive 
unit task force of Florida police 
agencies after disembarking from 
his 40-foot motorboat at the IHP 
Marina. He was arraigned on 
fugitive from justice charges on 
Friday, January 24th. King 
presently is in the custody of the 
Marlin County Sheriff's 
Department. Should King waive 
rendition, he will return to 
Massachusetts to face charges. 

King is also believed to have 
submitted numerous falsified 
financial documents to Fleet Bank 
in an effort to conceal his thefts, and 
similarly submitted falsified 
financial. documents to other

statements and financial documents 
which King had prepared. As he 
was about to be confronted with the 
discrepancies on November 7th, 
1996, King. left the company. 
King's motorboat was also missing 
from its slip in Chelsea. Until his 
arrest Thursday, his whereabouts 
were unknown.

This investigation was 
conducted by the Middlesex District 
Attorney's Office and the 
Massachusetts State Police, 
particularly Trooper Timothy Luce 
of the State Police Fugitive Unit 
who was instrumental in 
determining King's whereabouts.

A visit to “Pop’s” 


by Capt.Larz Neilson 

Harnden Street in Wilmington 
can be a little confusing, at least in 
an historical sense. 

AL one end of that short street is 
St. Dorothy's Church. At the other 
is an imposing farmhouse, 
constructed in 1795. When 
constructed, every room in that 
farmhouse had a fireplace. It was a 
home in which the inhabitants 
could be warm. 

It was Attorney Benjamin 
Thompson who had that home 
constructed, He was a grandson of 
James Thompson, who had been a 
deacon in Woburn sometime prior 
to 1720. Deacon Thompson 
constructed a home at what is now 
the Wilmington/Tewksbury line, 
probably prior to 1730. 

And, quite probably, it was 
Deacon James Thompson, or a 
relative, who constructed a mill on 
Lubbers Brook, just upstream 
from the present Glen Road. In the 
days before steam or electricity, 
water power was the only source 
of power for saw mills. 

A ditch, still existing, carried 
water from the ancient Sandy 
Pond, now Silver Lake to Lubbers 
Brook 

It was Deacon James Thompson 
and John Harnden of what is now 
North Wilmington who were the 
first two Wilmington teachers, in a 
small meeting house which was 
near the present corner of Main 
Street and Butters Row. The 
tradition is that they both were 
good teachers.

And there is a sort of tale that 
some members of the ancient 
Harnden family who come to 
Wilmington have gone to Harnden 
Street, seeking knowledge of their 
ancestors! 

Attorney Benjamin Thompson, 
when he constructed that home 
inherited land which had belonged 
to his grandfather. And when he 
moved to Cambridge, sometime 
about 1820 that land - hundreds of 
acres in Wilmington, Tewksbury 
and Billerica went to his heirs to 
sell, 

Tt was Sally Thompson who was 
one of those persons, a daughter or 
granddaughter-in-law. The lady 
was known as Widow Sally 
Thompson. She sold land in 
Billerica, and in Tewksbury, and 
in Wilmington, lots of land. 

And, about 1848 Sally sold the 
farmhouse on the hill and more, to 
Henry Harnden. Henry was born in 
Reading, a grandson, it is to be 
believed of Colonel Joshua 
Harnden, he of the Harnden 
Tavern. 

His name is enough to cause 
confusion among those who know 
of the Harnden family. There were 
two men named Henry, alive at 
that time in Wilmington, one of 
whom would go on to command 
the Wisconsin Cavalry Unit, which 
captured Jefferson Davis at the end 
of the Civil War. 

Four parts of the farmland which 
was in the hands of Sally were sold 
to Henry Harnden about 1848, One 
part described Sandy Pond (Silver 
Lake) and the ditch to Lubbers

Brook and the mill. 

Others described lots of a 
hundred or more acres, having 
nothing to do with the land off 
Harnden Street. Involved, believe 
it or not, were other members of 
the Harnden family in Billerica and 
Woburn! 

The ditch from Sandy Pond in 
time was later purchased by the 
Boston Ice Company, a firm which 
sold ice all around Boston, from 
many lakes and ponds accessible to 
the new railroad tracks. 

The company maintained that 
ditch for many years from Sandy 
Pond to Lubbers Brook. It still 
exists. Eventually the company 
bought the Harnden Farm. 

In 1907 the Boston Ice Company 
wanted to sell the farm on the hill, 
at Harnden Sweet. 

Christian and Stina Neilson, 
Danish born, uncle and aunt to this 
writer had been living on Chestnut 
Street in Wilmington, The old 
Harnden Farm, 16 acres, was for 
sale and they bought it. It was for 
them a fortunate decision. 

They converted the old 
farmhouse by making a new 
kitchen, and by adding to the 
rooms available. "Pop and Ma" as 
they were known in those days 
soon had a fine summer boarding 
house, and they were busy all 
summer. 

Sandy Pond had become Silver 
Lake. The old mill was no longer 
there. But "Pop" as he was called 
built a bridge over the brook, and 


young couples could sit there, in 
the shade of the grapevines and 
watch the ducks in the pond, 
upstream from Glen Road. 

Their sons George and Eddie 
built a tennis court at the Main 
Street end of Harnden Street, and 
other items were installed which 
would attract city residents to the 
country. Meanwhile Pop had 
purchased a number of cattle. He 
established barr sales, vegetables, 
and fresh milk. 

Thompson's Grove was a place 
for dancing, summer evenings, at 
Silver Lake, and on Sundays the 
Catholic Church used the 
Thompson dance hall for Sunday 
mass. Many, many persons were 
present, and after the mass nearly 
everyone went over to Pop's farm 
to buy their Sunday vegetables. 

This was the country around the 
lake into which many city dwellers 
moved, before and after World 
War One. Pop's Farm was a 
tremendous incentive to such 
moving from Boston, that and 
Silver Lake, which, incidentally, 
had its own railroad station on the 
Boston-Lowell track of the Boston 
& Maine Railroad. 

In many ways, possibly not 
important, Pop's Farm became a 
center to the people who moved 
out to Silver Lake for the summer. 

Eventually they moved out to 
Silver Lake to live there all year, 
And Pop's Farm on Harnden Street 
was one of the attractions!

Founder and head brewer of the 
company, Brian Friguliette of 
Burlington, sought a partner to 
expand the business and oversee 
sales and marketing.

The 
company expanded into a 10,000 
square foot facility in 1996 and has 
increased its brewing capacity by 
10 times. Middlesex brewed about 
3,000 barrels last year and has the 
capacity to brew 10,000 barrels as 
sales increase. There are 31 gallons 
of beer ift a barrel. Currently three 
types of beer are brewed; Brown

Aic, Raspberry Wheat and for the 
real beer lover, Oatmeal Stout. A 
new Pale Ale will launch in 
February. 

Microbrewed beers are all the 
rage, not only in Boston but 
throughout the United States. To 
qualify as a microbrewer, 
production can not exceed 15,000 
barrels a year. The technical term 
for such microbrewing is "craft 
brewing.” There are some gray 
areas concerning who really is a 
microbrewer. Many beers are 
marketed as microbrews but are 
really produced by large, well 
known beer companies. All of 
Middlesex Brewing Company's 
products are brewed and bottled at 
their brewery if Wilmington. "It's 
hard to market against the big beer 
companies," says Friguliette, “but I 
really believe our products speak

Added to Health Care Bill 
Before Congress ended its 1996 
ions, added to the Health Care 
Bill was a provision to make it 
illegal to transfer assets to another 
in order to receive Medicaid. This 
law was signed by the President as 
approved. The new Health Care 
Law went into effect on January |, 
1997. Many seniors have questions 
on what that law will mean to 
them. 

At this time the new law will not 
effect seniors who have turned 
their assets over to children before 
January 1, 1997 and are now in a 
nursing home being paid through 
Medicaid. It will not effect others 
who have turned over assets to 
receive any other low income 
programs before January |, 1997 
at this time. If the transfer was 
made after January |, 1997, you 
will have committed a crime 
punishable by a crime of up to 
$10,000, and up to one year 
imprisonment. it is extremely 
important for w anyone 
contemplating applying for 
Medicaid or nursing home care to 
contact an attorney, with expert 
knowledge on Medicaid planning 
before transferring any assets to 
another. 

Many of our seniors make large 
gifts to family members feeling 
that will be accepted in order to 
receive Medicaid. No, it will not 
be accepted. The law states that any 
person who knowingly and 
willfully disposes of assets to 
become eligible for Medicaid is a 
criminal and will be prosecuted 
under the new law. 

Before 1997? 

What will happen to those who 
made the transfer before 1997 and 
are now receiving Medicaid in any 
form? That will be up to the New 
Congress as it begins its work, 
culling into programs that serve 
the elderly. It is important to listen 
to debates on the programs 
Congress will be working on 
through the year. Any Bill that 
will be brought to Congress tor 
debate that will effect an elderly 
person, we should contact our 
representative and senators.

LeColst had two goals in the 
first period, while, adding a hat 
trick in the second period alone 
and he capped off his amazing 
performance in the third period 
with a single tally as he registered 
all six Masco goals in the 6-3 
triumph over Wilmington.

Snowmobiling - hold on 
tight and fly

You grip the handle bars tightly 
as you scream along a snow 
covered lake at 70 miles per hour. 
Your feet rest just four inches 
from hard packed snow and rock 
hard ice. You continue to push 
your snow machine to maximum 
output. Across the lake the 
outlying trees at the far end direct 
you to a freshly groomed 
snowmobile trail that connects you 
to the 22,000 miles of deep, 
northern, winter highways. 

Almost lost to high gasoline 

ices and complaints of noise, 
ing, and environmental 
concerns just a decade ago, snow- 
mobiling is a winter sport that is 
exploding in New England. 
Snowmobile Clubs in Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont continue 
to build and improve trail systems 
that make touring from town to 
town or state to state as easy as 
reading a map. 

Although it is the machine that 
takes. you out of doors, it still 
allows the ride to explore places 
that would require enormous 
effort in any other season. Once 
ghost towns after hunting season, 
many rural northern New England 
towns are now seeing a boost to 
their economies. Hotels, restaur- 
ants, and gas stations are staying 
open and offering goods and 
services to the snow riders. 

Today's snowmobiles are a far 
cry from the early pull start, two 
cycle engines of the early days. 
The snowmobile is the only vehicle 
that is able to travel in remote, 
snow covered wilderness. A 
machine that has saved countless 
lives in back country rescues and 
snow emergencies now is a 
favorite winter pastime. 

First used by trappers, rangers, 
and adventurers, snowmobiling has 
evolved into a family sport. The 
machine is steered by two ski typed 
runners connected to a set of 
handle bars. The handle bars have 
a throttle and brake device that 
allows for control of speed. A 
synthetic track wrapped around a 


drive wheel provides propulsion. 
While steering with the handle 
bars, you must use your weight to 
turn and control direction. 

Today's snow machines offer 
electric start, four stroke engines, 
a reverse gear, and stereo systems. 

Lighter and faster, the snowmobile 

is an exciting, efficient way to tour 

the back country. The cost of a 
new machine is between $4000 and 
$10,000. A good used machine is 
considerably less. Buying out of 
season or left over models will also 
save you some cash. 

A good idea is to find a friend 
with a machine or rent one at a 
nearby New England resort. There 
are so many different models and 
types; it is necessary to find out as 
much as you can before you buy. 
Snowmobiles are a lot of fun, but 
can only be used three or four 
months out of the year. 

If you choose to give snow 
machining a try or you are a 
seasoned veteran of the back 
country, it is a good idea to follow 
these safety guidelines: While 
operating any recreation vehicle do 
not use any stimulates. Use and 
wear all the basic safety 
equipment. Dress for the winter 
experience. Cruising along on a 
snow machine in the winter can be 
quite cold. Wear layers and make 
sure all exposed areas are covered. 
Layering is your best protection. 

If you are taking to the back 
country, do not go alone. Always 
pack a basic emergency kit that 
includes a map, matches, space 
blanket, first aid kit, and extra 
food and water, Make sure you 
thoroughly check out your 
machine before you take off into 
the great white woods. Performing 
basic maintenance can save the day. 

The great thing about snowmobi- 
ling is everyone in the family can 
take part in zooming around the 
woods. As long as a parent is with 
their children, trail riding together 
is not a problem. The new snow 
machines are a lot quieter and 
more dependable. If you enjoy 


getting from point A to point B in 
a hurry or stopping when the 
notion hits you, give snowmobiling 
a try this winter.

Towns and cities throughout 
the Middlesex East region have 
many factors that make them 
different from each other: popu- 
lation size, territorial bound- 
aries, socio-economic break- 
downs, local bylaws, etc. But 
they all share one factor that is 
vital to the survival of each and 
every one of them: a successful 
and healthy downtown area. 

While residents perceive 
some problems with their 
respective downtown areas in 
each of the 10 communities 
served by this paper, three com- 
munities have taken —S steps 


towards solving the problems. 
Workers at the Stoneham and 
Reading Town Halls and Woburn 
City Hall have begun projects 
that could change the look of 
those two communities forever. 
Stoneham voters at a Special 
Town Meeting on January 13 
voted to approve a $4.6 million 
plan for a Town Common and 
off-street parking. About 1,378 
registered voters attended the 
meeting, and the crowd filled an 
auditorium at Stoneham High 
School as well as a cafeteria, 
where voters watched the pro- 
ceedings on television monitors. 
The start of the meeting delayed 
about an hour as residents con-

tinued to file in and take a seat. 

The parking lot idea needed a 
two-thirds vote to pass, which it 
barely did by 42 votes, 902-388. 
The Town Common idea was 
embraced by most of those in 
attendance at the meeting, pass- 
ing on a 698-56 vote. 


The vote marked the success- 
ful culmination over 30 years 
worth of effort by various town 
boards and personnel to improve 
the downtown area in Stoneham. 
Many proposals have been 
drawn up and died on the draw- 
ing board in the past, or were 
defeated once they went before 
local voters. How did this one 
work, despite the fact that prop- 
erty will be seized by eminent 
domain as part of it? A much 
stronger campaign than had 
been undertaken in previous 
efforts, after townspeoples’ 
hopes were buoyed by an earlier 
vote. 


This current plan for rejuve- 
nating the area was created 
seven years ago, when the 
Stoneham Community Develop- 
ment Corporation began work- 


ing with the Board of Selectmen 
to come up with a plan to create 
a Town Common and more park- 
ing for customers of the busi- 
nesses downtown. 


The plan to create the 
Common states that the town 
would seize by eminent domain 
10 properties that are located 
across from Town Hall. Four 
property owners were against 
the idea of taking the land, but 
were voted down at the Special 
Town Meeting. About $1 million 
in town funds and $2 million in 
state money will be needed to 
create the Common and parking 
that will surround the area diag- 
onally. 

The plan to create the 
municipal parkirig lot is a bit 
different. It will be located at 
the corner of Franklin and 
Fuller streets, and would be con- 
structed around and behind the 
McDonough’s Liquors store, and 
is expected to contain between 
70-80 new parking spaces (as 
one resident at the Special Town 
Meeting stated, ‘It’s like 
Mission Impossible trying to 
find a parking space in the

Square”). It would require the 
town taking just four properties, 
and three of the four property 
owners are reportedly willing to 
negotiate to sell the properties 
to the town for this effort. 

The combined projects carry 
a price tag of about $4.6 million, 
and will require the seizing of 14 
properties by eminent domain, 
of which six are residences. 

The plans were brought 
before Town Meeting on 
December 2, 1996, but were 
defeated by just nine votes. 
Local officials saw that with 
more information it might be 
possible to get the plans passed, 
and they embarked on a cam- 
paign. 

Figures showing that proper- 
ty values in Stoneham weren't 
increasing at the same rate as 
neighboring communities were 
shown, and blamed on the fact 
the the town had a poor and 
confusing downtown area. 
Residents were also told that 
more parking spaces would 
attract new and different types

of stores to the area (which was 
a concern to many residents, 
after news of a fourth and possi- 
bly fifth Dunkin Donuts outlet in 
Stoneham was revealed earlier). 
READING'S PLANS 

Reading was recently award- 
ed a Streetscape Grant to fund a 
design process to revamp its 
downtown area. The plans for 
Reading’s downtown area are 
still in the preliminary stages, 
but town officials recently 
received the backing of that 
town’s elected Town Meeting 
members who voted to support 
the Reading Downtown Steering 
Committee’s efforts to hire a 
Downtown Enhancement Con- 
sultant to oversee any rejuvena- 
tion efforts that are undertaken 
in the future.

A local program that benefits 
area school children has been 
nationally recognized for its 
excellence and contribution in 
providing a vital service signifi- 
cant to the welfare of the com- 
munity.

Avid plant- 
eaters, they consume about 10 
percent of their body weight in 
vegetation daily. 

Manatees are similar to a 
walrus in appearance (minus 
the tusks), and can be found 
along the southeast coast of the 
United States.

What are different wrenches used for? 


Wrenches provide _ the 
leverage necessary to tighten 
and loosen nuts, bolts, pipe 
“joints and even spark plugs. 


‘wrench that is too loose or the 

wrong shape can ruin a 
fastener or fitting by rounding 

\ off its corners. 

t Here are commonly used 

| wrenches: 

{Wrenches with movable jaws 

‘Pipe wrenches, monkey 
wrenches and adjustable wren- 
‘ches all have a movable jaw so 
that their spans change with 
the turn of a worm gear or 
knurled knob. Although ver- 
satile, their grip is not as 
secure as that of a wrench with 
fixed jaws or a socket head, 
« which fits exactly. 

{n a pipe wrench, the slight 
“looseness of the jaw is actually 
‘an advantage. When you apply 
pressure to the handle, the 
movable upper jaw tightens 
:around the pipe and the teeth 
bite into the metal. Never use a 
.pipe wrench on chromed sur- 
‘faces because the teeth will 
destroy the finish. 

A monkey wrench is similar 
‘in appearance to a pipe wrench 
,but the lower jaw is movable 
and it has smooth, parallel 


ws designed to grasp large 


plumbing nuts like those on 
drain pipes. It is not as ood at 
gripping curved pipes as a ips 
wrench but it can be 
chromed surfaces if you ee 
several layers of tape around 
the jaws first. 

The upper jaw of an ad- 
justable wrench, also known as 
a Crescent wrench, is also 


fixed and the lower jaw is mov- 
able. The versatile smooth-jaw 
wrench is handy for turning 
nuts, bolts, small pipe fittings 
and, when taped, chromed pipe 
fittings. 

When using any type of 
wrench with a movable jaw, 
Position it so that, when you 
pull on the handle, the stronger 
fixed jaw is applying pressure 
rather than the weaker ad- 
justable jaw. Make sure the 
ie are holding the nut tight- 
'y. 

Wrenches with fixed jaws 

A box wrench has a circular 
opening that surrounds a nut or 
bolt and applies pressure to all 
corners. The opening can have 
6, 8 or 12 teeth or points. A 6- 
or-12-point wrench bears all 
faces of a hexagonal fastener. 
An 8-point wrench fits square 
nuts and bolts. A ratchet box 
wrench lets you turn a fastener 
without constantly lifting and 
replacing the wrench. 


‘An open-end wrench has an 
open, fixed jaw at either end 
which grasps three sides of the 
work. The openings are close 
in size and, in some sets, each 
end will match one on the pre- 
vious or following size wrench. 
This provides two same-size 
heads — one to turn the nut, 
the other to hold the bolt. Stan- 
dard open-end wrenches have 
their jaws offset 15 degrees 
from the handle for working in 
tight areas. 

Socket wrenches 

A socket wrench includes in- 
terchangeable socket heads 
which are graduated in size to 
fit square or hexagonal 
fasteners, These are usually at- 
tached to a handle that has a 
built-in ratchet. The handle can 
be set to turn a fastener in one 
direction, then ratchet on the 
back swing. A special deep- 
throated socket wrench with its 
own T-type handle is especially 
useful for removing or install- 
ing spark plugs. 

Nut drivers have handles 
like screwdrivers and socket 
ends for use on square or 
hexagonal nuts. They come in 
sets of graduated sizes with 


fixed sockets or as a single 
handle with interchangeable 
sockets. 

A torque wrench turns nuts 
and bolts to an exact tightness. 
It's ideal for tightening a num- 
‘ber of fasteners to the same de- 
gree. A scale is fastened to the 
handle or beam and reads the 
torque. It accepts standard 
sockets.
